grand jury, made public yesterday. 
Impeachment proceedings agai »st 
Tax Assessor Harrison were recom­ 
mended following a report by state 
examiners, who audited hi», books, 
The grand jury 
charged 
Harrison 
“with being incompetent, inefficient 
and incapable of assessing the taxes 
of Shelby county.’*^. 
The grand jury 
further 
charges 
“his books are in a deplorable con­ 
dition, error after orrer oecuring in 
his assessments during 
the 
years 
V922, 23 and 24. We find his records 
incorrectly kept arid errors occurred 
throughout all his books. 
We be­ 
lieve a great deal of this is due to 
the lack on Mr. Harrison’s part of 
thoroughly comprehending the duties 
which are evolved upon him as tax 
assessor and the fact that he has been 
in the habit of hiring inexperienced 
and incompetent help to assist in do­ 
ing the work.’’ 
The grand jury also found in its 
report that the abstract book furn­ 
ished the tax collector is incomplete 
many items being left off and many 
others being placed on the books long 
after he is supposed to have made 
out his receipts for the same. Alleged 
differences in value amounts assessed 
and valuations paid also are cited in 
the report. Harrison is charged spe­ 
cifically with incompetency and wilful 
neglect" of duty.
